THE FLOUR MILLING ORDER. 


FEEDING STUFFS WILL BE DEARER. 
A Dublin miller, when asked for his opinion 
as to the probable effect of the Board of Trade 
regulations a3 to milling, and the proposed new 
brown loaf, replied that it was a big question. 
For one thing, he said, the result would be to 
make feeding stuffs for animals searcer and 
dearer than they were ever before, since that 
part of the grain which hitherto had been used 
for the feeding of animals would, under the 
new Order, go to the feeding of human beings. 
I had been stated, he said, that the '' suaidia 
way” flour would contain properties more 
nourishing and wholesome than the white flour 
which the people of these countries were ac“us- 
tomed to use. That was merely a matter of 
opinion. It was a question whether the new 
kind of bread would be as digestible as the old. 
Only experience could tell, but the experience 
of the last thirty years showed that the white 
flour which the people had been usin 
sessed excellent nutritive properties, t was 
ES that the new kind of flour would not 
weet ee darker than that which was used 
generally fifty years ago. 
A quotation for 80 p.c. flour was given on 
Tuesday in Dublin by American millers. It 
was the first quotation made locally for that 
class of flour, and none was made by other 
millers. The bakers, however, have not yet de- 
cided what course of action they are going

The Timber Supply. 


An American trade journal foretells a 
prosperous time for the lumber industry 
in the United States and Canada for many 
years after the war. To-day the importing 
countries are chiefly dependent on Norway 
and Sweden and America, and on their 
own woods and forests. Before the war 
the United Kingdom was a very large 
importer from Russia, Scandinavia, 
and America. During the war her 
supplies from these countries have been 
greatly reduced, partly on account of 
the interruption of sea-transport between 
Russian and English ports, and partly by 
the general deficiency of tonnage. The 
partial suspension of building operations 
has relieved the situation to some extent, 
but, on the other hand, the war has pro- 
duced special demands for timber. At the 
end of last yearthe English Board of Agri- 
culture appointed a Committee to obtain 
suvvlies of home-grown timber for military 
and other purposes. The activities of this 
Committee have been confined chiefly to 
the production of railway sleepers and of 
timber used for trenches and dug-outs, 
and other requirements of the Armies. 
The Department of Agriculture is assisting 
the Committee with regard to supplies 
from Ireland. When to the official con- 
tracts arranged through the Department 
are added the demands of the regular 
timber trade for munition wood, it is esti- 
mated that the total consumption of Irish 
timber for war work of various kinds is 


sumption in recent years. . In the ten 
years preceding the war the decrease of 
the acreage under woods in Ireland was 
estimated at an average annual rate of 
500 acres ; but, when the war period comes 
to be reviewed, the decrease of the wooded 
area will have te be reckoned in thousands 
ofacres. American hopes of a great demand 
for timber after the war are based on the 
amount of reconstruction and shipbuilding 
that will require to be done in the war 
countries, on the disorganisation of the 
‘timber industry in the chief exporting 
countries of Europe (in consequence of 
such factors as the destruction of mills 
and timber stocks in Poland and parts of 
Russia), and on the excess of cutting 
over growth which has been in 
process in various parts of Europe. for 
many years. The only considerable com- 
petition with America in the response to 
the expected demands will be. that of 
Sweden and Finland.
